Gothic cathedrals join 
a new house of worship 
for Boston sports fans 


Through the months of November and De- 
cember, the BSA Exhibits Committee is 
offering two very unusual and exciting shows 
in The Architects Building.

CADD shoot-out set 
for Boston in November 





At noon on the Full Moon, Monday, Novem- 
ber 25, a unique "shoot-out" competition will 
occur among 10 teams of architects each 
using one of the 10 most powerful CADD 
software packages for architectural design.

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Designers and contractors 
recommend guidelines 
for public construction 


Over the past year, the BSA has been 
working with AGC and ACEC to develop 
recommended practices for public construc- 
tion. Initiated in response to an obvious need 
to review the aging 1977 practice guidelines, 
this current effort has focused on identifying 
the most common problem areas in public 
contracting. 


Several months ago, two well-attended work- 
shops explored case studies that dealt with 
filed sub-bid coordination, payments, change 
orders, and substitutions. A subsequent 
workshop will explore document quality/RFls 
and staffing. Based on discussions to date, 
the multi-disciplinary committee working on 
these issues has identified five general cat- 
egories for which practice recommenda- 
tions are needed: pre-construction, contract 
documents, contract terms, bidding and 
award, and contract administration. The 
committee has established task forces to 
develop draft recommendations in each 
category and expects to complete a draft 
document by the end of 1996. The commit- 
tee will present its draft report for discussion 
by the Boards of Directors of the BSA, AGC, 
and ACEC as well as the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association. 


As always, a good deal more information 
and advice from architects are needed and 
encouraged by those of us representing the 
architecture profession on this committee. 
This is another opportunity for architects 
throughout Massachusetts to collaborate 
constructively with our contracting and engi- 
neering colleagues. Please call me at 617-

Want the data but can't 
make the meeting ? 


With dozens of BSA committees, us- 
ers groups, task forces, and social 
networks gathering in Boston every 
month, it is no surprise that you can't 
find the time to do everything you wish 
you could. However, there is an alter- 
native and that is to get your name on 
the mailing list for the committees or 
other working groups that produce mini- 
newsletters or minutes for their com- 
mittees. Some of these are quite ex- 
traordinary. For example, the Historic 
Resources Committee minutes pro- 
duced every month by Henry Moss AIA 
are models of concise, substantive, 
eloquent, and very useful summaries 
of committee discussions. Similarly, 
Evan Shu AIA's mini-newsletter on the 
DataCAD Boston Users Group for years 
has been the model of a sophisticated 
monthly report on DataCAD and Pete 
Smith AIA's monthly mini-newsletter 
for the Urban Design Committee is a 
continually delightful visual and sub- 
stantive flyer. Many other BSA com- 
mittees and task forces produce useful 
reports of this kind on their monthly 
activities.

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Improving competitive bid results -- the view from a General 


Working for a general contractor, I'm con- 
tinually trying to assess the needs of our 
clients. It occurred to me recently that shar- 
ing some insights about the general 
contractor's end of the bid process might 
help construction users, owners, and archi- 
tects and dramatically improve the results of 
their efforts in soliciting bids. 


The insights and suggestions that follow 
have been culled from years of trial, error, 
and lost opportunity. As contractors, we 
often are left shaking our heads wondering, 
"If only they would understand..." While all 
of this may seem elementary to contractors, 
it may prove enlightening if you're a buyer of 
construction services. 


Number of bidders. For invited bidding, 
three to six general contractors is ideal. We 
aggressively pursue jobs with short bid lists. 
Our interest is directly proportional to our 
chances of landing your project. With com- 
petitive bidding, construction users should 
heed this advice: less is more. The conven- 
tional wisdom -- more bidders, better prices 
-- is wrong. Many projects will receive expo- 
sure in the construction reporting media. 
When long invited contractor lists appear, 
general contractors and subcontractors alike 
will impose the law of diminishing returns. 
Your bid results will suffer. Keep the invited 
list short -- interest will remain high and the 
prices competitive. 


Disclosure of bid list. | still do not under- 
stand the secretive nature of some clients. 
Sometimes you'd think we were building 
missile silos under national security guide- 
lines. When you offer full disclosure of the 
bid list you are helping yourself if you've 
done your homework and selected qualified 
general contractors. Not all jobs are for all 
contractors. Pre-qualify your contractors, 
make appropriate choices, and let us know 
we're not competing against some unin- 
sured guy working out of his house with a 
pick-up truck. 


Bid documents. Receiving one full set of 
bluelines and one set of reproducible sepias 
along with the specification book is most 
desirable. Yes, even if they weigh in at 200 
Ibs. (In addition to every general contractor 
I've ever met, chiropractors across New 
England also support this practice.) The 
sepias and specifications book will immedi- 
ately go to the printer and the estimator still 
has drawings to begin his work. In many 
instances, we've received great jobs with 
compressed bid periods -- and we are stuck 
in limbo until the drawings and specifications 
come back from the printer. As a result, I've

had to attend occasional walk-throughs with- 
out any drawings. The one- or two-day 
bonus created by including extra sets helps 
us immensely. Having prints on file at 
reprographic shops is not necessarily an 
answer to this problem. We don't have spe- 
cific accounts at every print shop in Massa- 
chusetts and relying on third-party distribu- 
tion systems doesn't serve us well. In 
addition, few of our subcontractors will drive 
anywhere to pick up (let alone pay for!) 
drawings. We'll get out of the gate quickly 
when you give us what we need. 


Bid period. A bid due-date of two weeks 
from the receipt of drawings is a good mini- 
mum standard for most jobs. Multi-million- 
dollar projects should get three (possibly 
four) weeks. Architects and clients who 
demand one week turnarounds are hurting 
themselves. In most cases, by the time 
drawings are received, analyzed, sorted, 
reproduced, packaged, and distributed to 
subcontractors at least a week has elapsed. 
Not allowing sufficient time to quote the 
project thoughtfully creates disinterest and 
may prompt dropouts. You also take the risk 
that general contractors and their subcon- 
tractors are "throwing" high prices at your 
project with the assumption that they will be 
"covered" if they get the job. Give us 
enough time to quote your project; is one 
more week really going to make that much 
difference in the final analysis? 


Bid day. Generally speaking, Monday is not 
a good due day. Do you remember that 
song? Bids might as well have been due the 
previous Friday. Despite assertions to the 
contrary, most of the contracting world and 
their subcontractors aren't slaving away on 
your job over the weekend. Although some 
suppliers are open on weekends, contrac- 
tors rarely can obtain quotes because esti- 
mating staffs are generally unavailable. Any 
day is better than Monday. As a rule, the 
later in the week the bids are due the better. 
When choosing a bid due-date, be aware of 
long weekends and holidays also. We get 
weak responses from our subcontractors 
during these times. 


Bid time. Deadlines between 2 pm and5 pm 
are the best. A bid due-time of 9 am or 10 
am doesn't make any sense: disrupting the 
sacred contractor coffee hour has never 
served anyone well. Allow us the benefit of 
most of the day to get organized. Many 
architects and owners are surprised to learn 
that contractors don't have all their subcon- 
tractor and vendor prices until the last hour, 
and sometimes minutes, before deadline. 
Coffee breaks notwithstanding, there are at 
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least three reasons this happens. First, 
most subcontractors submit at the last 
minute. They are last in the information 
chain and some of their tardiness is unavoid- 
able; they rely on prices from their vendors. 
Often these vendors may have only learned 
about your job the day bids are due. Lighting 
supply companies are notorious for last hour 
submittals, with no exceptions. No one in 
the civilized world has ever been able to 
explain their reasons. 


Secondly, the subcontractors of invited gen- 
eral contractors often respond to other gen- 
eral contractors on advertised jobs. Their 
loyalties lie with the general with whom they 
most often work thus they bid late to every- 
one else. We will often get great unsolicited 
subcontractor bids at the very last 
minute...and we forgive their bad manners; 
including them can often make or break a 
bid. 


Finally, addenda can create last-minute 
chaos, fear, and loathing. Having forgiven 
the subs, now we must forgive the archi- 
tects. We can't finalize our numbers until all 
the information from subcontractors and 
vendors arrives. When you consider all the 
factors involved, perhaps you can appreci- 
ate the difficulty we have pulling it all to- 
gether. 


Bid addenda. The better the documents, 
the fewer the addenda. Even the best 
drawings get revised, however. The job site 
walk-through can serve an important pur- 
pose if discrepancies are pointed out and 
clarified through addenda. Timeliness is 
critical; we need addenda as quickly as 
possible. If you're faced with an eleventh 
hour, or numerous addenda, give the con- 
tractors a chance to react responsibly and 
extend the bid due date accordingly. If one 
contractor raises important issues, notify all 
invited contractors of the changes. You owe 
it to the client to have everyone bidding 
under the same circumstances. Don't allow 
communication breakdowns to derail the 
process. 


Bid acceptance: fax vs hand-delivered. 
In most private work bidding, faxes have 
become an acceptable delivery medium. 
Bids received up to 30 minutes past the due 
time are generally acknowledged. Clients 
understand that all the general contractors 
may be frantically trying simultaneously to 
transmit on deadline. Hand-delivery may 
offer an assurance of security... but your 
results may suffer. Those last-minute, low 
subcontractor bids referred to earlier won't 
be included. We owe you the benefit of 


allowing all qualified bids to be considered. 
And for those of you who have thrown out a 
general contractor's bid simply because it 
was a few minutes late, remember this: it 
hurts the client and alienates the contractor. 


And what about early bids that may leak out 
to competing general contractors, thereby 
giving them “the number to beat" ? If this is 
a concern, measures on your end can be 
taken to ensure there are no improprieties in 
the process. Usually it's as basic as getting 
more than one person involved in the deci- 
sion process to guard against favoritism. If 
you must have hand-delivered bids, con- 
sider 5 pm for your deadline. 


The architect and client can be better served 
by understanding the bid process from a 
general contractor's viewpoint. Other than 
the cost of an additional set of sepias, the 
recommendations here do not involve addi- 
tional expense. By providing appropriate 
documents, ample time, and short invited 
lists, you'll keep interest high and general 
contractors will provide accurate and com- 
petitive prices. Following these guidelines 
now will allow us the opportunity to discover 
something else to complain about -- just as 
soon as we get your bid completed!

"Future Search" effort 
documented in new BSA 
booklet 





For the past few years, under the leadership 
of BSA Presidents Ed Tsoi FAIA, Elizabeth 
Padjen FAIA, and Lee Cott FAIA, the 
architecture profession in Massachusetts 
has been conducting an exploration of the 
future of our profession under the general 
heading of "future search". The future search 
process, developed and led by Gary Graham 
FAIA for the BSA, began with a conference 
of New England architects hosted by the 
BSA on Martha's Vineyard two years ago. 
That conference, which succeeded because 
it included over a hundred clients, 
contractors, engineers, planners, landscape 
architects, interior designers, and other 
professionals allied with architects -- led to 





the production of a small flyer outlining the 
questions raised at the Vineyard about the 
future of the profession and charting acourse 
designed to address those issues. 


The work begun at the Vineyard continued 
with the creation of five task forces focusing 
on five major areas of interest developed at 
the Vineyard as a means of redefining the 
architecture profession. During the past two 
years, several "white papers" and other 
documents have resulted from this work, 
most notably "Improving Project Delivery" 
(the product of one of the task forces focusing 
on these issues specifically), three new 
booklets published by DPIC based on the 
BSA's task force work on value engineering, 
RFls, and fast-tracking, and a new "client 
advisor" booklet developed by the BSA and 
the AGC as an information tool and guide for 
clients and owners. (All of these publications 
are available from the BSA.) 


Now, the future search cycle has come full 
term with the publication of a final report that 
attempts to sum up the past three years of 
future search activities. A project team led 
by John Rossi, Assoc. AIA, has produced 
this wrap-up publication at the request of 
BSA President Lee Cott FAIA in order to 
mark the success of the future search effort 
and to provoke us to continue the effort. 


A copy of this future search document is 
inserted in this issue of the ChapterLetter 
and additional copies are available from the 
BSA. We look forward to your comments on 
the document, on the future search effort 
itself, and on the continuing exploration of 
the future of our profession.

District Court rules 
architects are not liable 
for ADA violations 





In July of this year, a District Court judge for 
the Federal District Court of the District of 
Columbia removed Ellerbe Becket, the Min- 
neapolis design firm, from a suit filed against 
one of Ellerbe Becket's clients for alleged 
violations of the ADA. It may become a 
critical court decision as the nation becomes 
more accustomed to the Americans with 
Disabilities Act and its implications for build- 
ing of all kinds.

The Paralyzed Veterans of America (PVA) 
sued the owner of a sports arena, the de- 
sign/builder, and the architect (Ellerbe 
Becket) for failing to rectify inadequate sight- 
lines for disabled individuals in the arena. 
The national office of the AIA filed a friend- 
of-the-court brief in support of Ellerbe 
Becket's motion to dismiss the case against 
that design firm. 


In deciding the case, Judge Thomas Hogan 
agreed with Ellerbe Becket and the AIA that 
the implementing regulations of ADA inten- 
tionally omitted language that would have 
included design professionals among po- 
tentially responsible parties of ADA-related 
law suit. Judge Hogan also noted that if 
Congress had meant to include architects 
as potential defendants under ADA, it would 
have done so expressly. While this ruling 
applies specifically to the District of Colum- 
bia, it is bound to have a major impact on 
similar claims brought against architects 
throughout the country. Architects still may 
be subject to professional negligence claims 
by owners or injured citizens for failure to 
design in compliance with ADA regulations 
but the professional standard of care would 
apply in such cases. Under a full-services 
contract, an architect is responsible for ADA 
compliance and, if the architect is negligent, 
the owner then may have a claim for profes- 
sional malpractice. This court decision only 
says that architects cannot be sued directly 
under the ADA statue, it does not reduce the 
architect's responsibility to exercise reason- 
able care in designing to comply with ADA 
requirements. 


Among the questions raised by this ruling 
(fairly or unfairly) are the implications for the 
architect/client relationship, the architect's 
responsibility for compliance with require- 
ments such as those of ADA, and the impact 
of this ruling on the relationship between the 
architectural profession and the community 
of disabled individuals.

Ed. note: As we go to press in mid-October, 
it has been reported that the U.S. Justice 
Department has now filed its own suit against 
Ellerbe Becket for the same alleged ADA 
violations in six sports arenas including 
Boston's Fleet Center.

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BGLAD contributes 
to diversity 


The third annual AIA National Diversity Con- 
ference in Boston in August was an enlight- 
ening and empowering event. The confer- 
ence focused on explorations of our com- 
monalities, the forces that shape our coun- 
try now and will shape it in the future, and the 
need for architecture to address and reflect 
issues of cultural and ethnic diversity in our 
work and in the workplace. 


For the BSA, the Boston Gay & Lesbian 
Architects & Designers (BGLAD) played a 
key role in planning this event. Marc Maxwell 
AIA serves on the AIA's National Diversity 
Committee and was instrumental in plan- 
ning the Boston conference. Camille Victour, 
Assoc. AIA and | also served on the local 
organizing committee. 


BGLAD shared some of its work during the 
conference through a walking tour and a 
workshop. George Arnold, Assoc. AIA and | 
took a small group of people on a walking 
tour of historic lesbian and gay Boston 
through several of Boston's prosperous 
neighborhoods. This walking tour moved 
through various periods of history not only 
through the City but through the Nation, 
such as the Revolutionary War period, the 
Arts and Letters Movement, and important 
sites of lesbian and gay political organizing 
in the 1970s. In addition, with John Kane of 
John Kane Graphic Design, we presented a 
workshop outlining the process of present- 
ing lesbian and gay history to a larger audi- 
ence as demonstrated in a recent "Public 
Faces/Private Lives" exhibit at the Boston 
Public Library and the BGLAD-produced 
tourist map titled "Location." 


During the Diversity Conference, the lesbian 
and gay caucuses met several times over 
the course of the weekend as did caucuses 
for women, people of color, and disabled 
architects to draft statements of action/in- 
tent for the AIA to pursue. Three themes 
emerged from these meetings: communica- 
tion (more effective and more often), social 
justice, and accountability within the AIA and 
the workplace. There is a need for us as a 
community to develop a more effective 
means of communicating to similar groups 
around the country and to the AIA as a 
whole. Several conference participants vol- 
unteered to develop a Web page as an 
information resource for lesbian and gay 
architects’ groups throughout the country 
and to create a link with AIA Online. Others 
volunteered to draft a policy statement for 
AIA consideration that would extend health 
insurance coverage to include domestic 
partnership similar to that of the family-leave 
policy drafted by the women's caucus at last 
years Diversity Conference. 
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There also remain two items carried over 
from the original Diversity Conference in 
Washington three years ago that are still on 
our agenda and have yet to be addressed by 
the AIA. The first is the need to remove the 
humiliating language attached to the clause 
adding sexual orientation in the non-dis- 
crimination policy of the AIA bylaws. The 
second is aneed for an amendmentto those 
same bylaws regarding the funding of Politi- 
cal Action Committees to include a clause 
on accountability. 


BGLAD extends a special thanks to every- 
one whose extraordinarily hard work and 
effort helped to make this AIA National 
Diversity Conference a success and a re- 
warding experience for the participants. Next 
year the Conference moves to Seattle and 
we hope to see many BSA members there 
in August 1997.

"I didn't know you wanted 
to see my good stuff..." 


An essential part of the job-interview pro- 
cess is demonstrating an ability to organize 
and present information in a coherent, 
thoughtful way. In the short time-frame of an 
interview, the manner in which a portfolio is 
laid out is the primary way an interviewer 
has to assess a candidate's organizational 
skills and design sensibilities. 


Sow before you reap. Work on a portfolio 
starts long before the cut-and-paste stage. 
Keeping a record of what you've done, even 
if it's not your best work, is essential to 
illustrate your capabilities. Most employers 
understand the importance of making cop- 
ies and are willing to allow prints to be made 
at your own expense. 


Organize, organize. A roll of drawings un- 
der each arm and a bag in each hand does 
not paint a picture of forethought. Spend 
some time photographing or reducing work 
to fit a common format, one that allows 
flexibility and the ability to add and subtract 
work, and then add examples of work you 
did on the project you are exhibiting. 


Custom fit. Jobs are often won or lost on 
first impressions. Rearranging a portfolio for 
an interview sends a clear signal that you're 
serious about working for a particular firm. 
Organize the work you show in some logical 
fashion and emphasize work relevant to the 
particular job. Follow with other projects that 
show the breadth of your abilities, including 
a mix of design and production, school and 
professional work. Finally, spend some time 
thinking about a verbal presentation and the 
points you believe are important for you to 
make.

Architects in atypical roles redefine the profession 


A few months ago in the ChapterLetter | 
wrote about the way in which the profession 
of architecture is being redefined and what 
that meant for all of us. | was thinking then 
about the significant cultural shift that has 
been occurring in our profession over the 
past decade, heightened no doubt by the 
recent recession that affected the entire 
country. 


As the profession has been redefining itself, 
it has discovered that it no longer makes 
much sense to talk about architects in "alter- 
native careers" or working as architects in 
“non-traditional roles." Indeed, what we have 
discovered is that architects who are actu- 
ally doing traditional facility design are often 
viewed as architects working in atypical 
roles; well over 90% of architects in this 
country, by one estimate, are doing some- 
thing other than what traditionally we would 
call "design" or "architecture". Individuals 
trained as architects are making enormous 
contributions to our culture and our profes- 
sion without ever practicing what tradition- 
ally was viewed as "architecture". 


Among the things we have learned in the 
past three years as our Future Search work- 
ing groups have been exploring the future of 
our profession is that to be an architect is to 
use all of the design and problem-solving 
skills -- or, as Carol Burns AIA has written, 
our "problem-setting" skills -- in a broad 
variety of contexts. 


As | have said before, there are probably few 
of us who doubt that construction managers 
and developers and contractors and engi- 
neers and teachers and public officials work- 
ing in the building industry and building 
commissioners and code specialists and 
architectural critics and many others who 
once might have been perceived as outside 
the profession are viewed now as in the 
mainstream of 20th-century architectural 
practice. | believe, however, that the current 
redefinition of our profession is expanding 
much beyond even these once unusual 
roles. To underscore for ourselves and for 
the public that architects and architectural 
skills have wide cultural application and are 
not restricted to building design and similar 
traditional roles...and, thus, to encourage 
architects and the public to use more broadly 
the problem-solving and related design skills 
architects possess is my goal in this article. 


Here are several probably obvious examples 
of architects whose contributions to our 
profession as architects are as critical to the 
definition of architecture in our time as are 
those of the architect who designs buildings: 
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Frank Mead AIA whose construction-man- 
agement practice was an early example of 
a thoughtful architect's expansion of archi- 
tects' roles 

Curtis Davis AIA who is directing housing 
and related investments for the Hancock 
Real Estate Investment Group 

Willy Sclarsic AIA who is working as both 
developer and design guru for Wingate 
Development Corp. 

Diane Georgopulos AIA at the Massachu- 
setts Housing Finance Agency 

@Doug Wohn AIA, a codes specialist for the 
City of Boston 

@Andrew St.John AIA, advocate of and 
writer about sustainable design while serv- 
ing as a facility manager for Fidelity Prop- 
erties 

Kathy Born AIA serving now as Vice-Mayor 
of Cambridge 

@Robert Campbell FAIA, Elizabeth Padjen 
FAIA, and, more recently, David Eisen all 
serving as architecture critics for Boston- 
area and other publications 

Roger Boothe AIA dealing with community 
development issues in a public agency for 
the City of Cambridge 

Steve Rosenthal, the architect as architec- 
tural photographer 

@Lew Colton AIA and Walter Adams AIA 
serving as innovative building commis- 
sioners in, respectively, Framingham and 
Newton 

@Gary Graham FAIA, who has developed a 
new facilitation and "future-visioning" ser- 
vice in the profession 

@Susan Myers, Andy Hudak and Bill Chris- 
topher, all of whom work as architects- 
clients in Boston's Public Facility Depart- 
ment 

Peter Blaisdell AIA who had become one 
of the foremost experts on hazardous- 
waste removal issues 

@Jack Hobbs AIA who works for RF Walsh, 
the construction company 


The list goes on and on...and these are 
simply those architects who we know best 
because they work so closely with us at the 
BSA and, in many cases, chair BSA commit- 
tees, serve on the BSA Board, or otherwise 
are active in the governance of our associa- 
tion. It is my hope that at this time each year 
my successors as BSA President will seek to 
identify other architects working even fur- 
ther beyond the traditional perimeters of our 
profession. As we understand how our col- 
leagues are redefining our profession, we 
will also begin to understand how to regain 
control of it.

While the Future Search has con- 
cluded with the recent publication, | hope— 
and expect—that its wide distribution to our 
membership, to other architects in our sis- 
ter chapters across the country and to all 
schools of architecture will mean that the 
future search discussion will continue here 
and elsewhere. We are especially grateful 
to John Rossi, Assoc. AIA for his editorial 
leadership in creating the most recent Fu- 
ture Search document (enclosed in this 
issue of the ChapterLetter), which should 
be provocative for all of us for years to 
come, and also to former BSA President 
Elizabeth Padjen FAIA for initiating and 
Gary Graham FAIA for designing the Future 
Search process. 


@ Our 1996 Long-Range Plan has been 
completed under the enthusiastic leader- 
ship of Vice-President/President-elect Roger 
Goldstein FAIA. This plan calls for the 
reorganization of the BSA and our commit- 
tee structure and will introduce a number of 
new Board positions. In 1997, our 130th 
anniversary year, we will reorganize under 
a newly formed group of Commissions — 
Honors & Awards, Chapter Affairs, Educa- 
tion & Research, Professional Practice, 
Technology, Communications & Public Re- 
lations, Design, Governmental & Public Af- 
fairs and Social Impact. | expect this reor- 
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ganization will be more efficient and will 
bring new and needed emphases to a num- 
ber of existing committees. With so many of 
us feeling that we frequently fail to get our 
message out to the public-at-large, | am 
particularly optimistic about the creation of 
the Communications & Public Relations Com- 
missions. 


# Washington Street Connections, the lat- 
estin our series of successful BSA charrettes, 
was held in mid-September at Boston En- 
glish High School in Jamaica Plain. Over 
100 participants -- BSA regulars alongside 
community representatives -- worked dur- 
ing this two-day intensive effort to dream of 
alternative futures for the communities along 
this historic street. The 10 design teams 
(each of them a dream team!) gave ani- 
mated presentations of their work on Sun- 
day afternoon, September 22. Stay tuned 
for public presentation dates around the city 
as well as follow-up committee work on 
specific aspects of the charrette-generated 
visions. Congratulations go to the Washing- 
ton Street Connections committee chairs 
and, of course, Charrette co-chairs Rebecca 
Barnes AIA and Curtis Davis AIA. BSA staff 
member Alexandra Lee, our resident 
charrette expert, did her usual fantastic job 
of organizing it, keeping it all together and in 
the end making it look effortless! Last but 
not least, special thanks go to all BSA 
members and friends who participated and 
helped make Washington Street Connec- 
tions a wonderful success. 


# The BSA hosted the AIA's third annual 
Diversity Conference, Crossing Lines: De- 
signing Solutions, in late August. Over 150 
architects around the country converged on 
Boston for a lively series of workshops and 
caucus sessions that covered a wide variety 
of subjects. The AIA National Diversity 
Program aims to provide all women and 
minority members with equal access and 
influence in all levels of the Institute and the 
profession and to promote public aware- 
ness of the contributions made by women 
and minority architects. AIA Executive VP 
Terry McDermott, AIA President Skipper 
Post FAIA and AIA President-elect Raj Bar 
Kumar FAIA were on hand to address the 
conference. Marc Maxwell AIA deserves a 
special bow for his team's local coordination 
efforts as does David Lee FAIA for serving 
as Honorary Chair. (See also the related 
report on p. 10.) 


@ In mid-October the BSA hosted the annual 
AIA Regional and Urban Design Committee 
Conference, Everyday Communities, Ev- 
eryday Neighborhoods. The conference 
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was organized into three thematic catego- 
ries -- Connections (projects broad in scope, 
regional in scale, top-down and public sec- 
tor); Community Action (projects generated 
by forces internal to the specific community, 
bottom-up); Reinvention (external and inter- 
nal forces, top-down vision and bottom-up 
community activism). The conference was 
well-attended by architects, urban designers 
and planners from the Northeast and else- 
where. They were joined at the conference 
by an impressive number of the BSA's finest. 
My special thanks to Don Grinberg AIA and 
Randy Jones AIA, BSA co-chairs for the 
conference. 


@ In the category of "nothing short of a 
momentous occasion" or “being at the right 
place atthe right time" is the re-financing and 
(finally!) resolution of our building investment 
at 52 Broad Street. This refinancing initiative 
was started two years ago by then-president 
Ed Tsoi FAIA, was continued and defined 
last year under Elizabeth Padjen FAIA's reign, 
and | had the pleasure of signing the new 
agreement in late September. The building 
has been at the top of the agenda since 1988 
and has affected, in one way or another, the 
terms of Presidents Charles Redmon FAIA, 
Peter Forbes FAIA, Wilson Pollock FAIA, 
Richard Bertman FAIA, David Lee FAIA, 
Elizabeth Ericson FAIA, Ed Tsoi FAIA and 
Elizabeth Padjen FAIA. As we go forward, 
we now do so with the comfort of knowing 
that we have a spectacular home and per- 
manent headquarters. Nearly everyone in 
and around the BSA deserves credit and 
thanks for this one! 


@ Thanks to the persistent efforts of Michael 
Hicks AIA, Ron Axelrod AIA, and George 
Bachrach, the first Architects on Beacon Hill 
Day was a big success last April. In a few 
short years, the BSA has come from near 
ignorance about our role in the legislative 
process to active involvement in promoting 
issues that represent the public interest and 
our professional interests in the built environ- 
ment. 


@ Active BSA collaboration with the ACEC, 
BSCE, BSLA, APA and NEIDC was symbol- 
ized by our participation in a Design Profes- 
sions Annual Event. This year's dinner in 
mid-June was a celebration of the new col- 
laborative spirit among the design profes- 
sions. The dinner was attended by Trans- 
portation Secretary James Kerasiotes and 
guest of honor Governor Bill Weld announced 
several changes to the public procurement 
process as a result of the November 1995 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation pub- 
lication, A Taxpayer's Look at a Sacred Cow: 





Public Sector Design in Massachusetts Two 
Decades After the Ward Commission. This 
influential report was commissioned by the 
ACEC and the BSA. 


# The AGC/BSA Committee on Recom- 
mended Practices in the Building Industry 
introduced its publication, The Client Advi- 
sor: A Program to Assist Clients in the 
Building Process at a meeting in early May. 
This booklet details and is intended to 
demystify the growing number of construc- 
tion and design-related delivery systems avail- 
able to clients. This effort resulted from the 
close collaboration of Jack Hobbs AIA, repre- 
senting the AGC, and Ed Tsoi FAIA, repre- 
senting the BSA. 


¢ The ground-breaking work by Tom Payette 
FAIA, Leo McEachern, and dozens of Bos- 
ton architects and allied professionals on 
construction-phase services issues culmi- 
nated this year with the publication by DPIC 
of three of the major white papers developed 
by the Payette group. These three publica- 
tions focus on fast-tracking, value engineer- 
ing, and RFls and all three are available from 
the BSA (see story on p. 10). 


@ Project delivery issues were the focal point 
of several task forces that grew out of the 
Future Search process this past year. One 
outstanding example of task force work was 
the publication "Improving Project Delivery" 
written in part and editted by Dave Lash and 
the task force chaired by Ed Tsoi FAIA and 
Robin Greenleaf, P.E. This excellent publi- 
cation is also available from the BSA. 


@ Our newly formed BSA Corporate Advi- 
sory Council continues to grow in value. 
Three luncheon meetings were held this past 
year with the Council members to solicit their 
advice on a range of topics including improv- 
ing professional services to owners and de- 
livering better construction documents and 
construction-administration services. Cur- 
rent members of the Council include Jim 
Ansara (Shawmut Design and Construction), 
Jim Becker (Beacon Construction Co.), Walter 
Heyde (Turner Construction), John Kavanagh 
(William A. Berry & Son), Chris Noble (Hill & 
Barlow), and Ed Shooshanian (Shooshanian 
Engineering). Current members of the BSA 
Board and past presidents are also members 
of the Council. 


As noted, these are only a few highlights of 
the profession's work over the past year. | am 
also reminded of the ground-breaking work 
by David Lee FAIA in creating, with a group 
of colleagues in many professions, the new 
notion of an "urban ring" serving the Boston 


area, Peter Kuttner AIA's leadership of the 
committee that has created the BSA's pres- 
ence on the World Wide Web and made 
Web marketing opportunities available to 
all of our members, the leadership of Elliot 
Rothman AIA and Jim Summers AIA in 
creating a new health plan for BSA mem- 
bers firms, the innovative leadership of 
Jeanne Perrin in bringing the broad range of 
indoor air quality issues to the forefront of 
the BSA, the extraordinarily efficient and 
economical renovation of the main BSA 
offices by Dyer/Brown and Shawmut De- 
sign and Construction, the efforts by BSA 
Treasurer Paul Nakazawa AIA to create the 
first-ever staff retirement plan for the 
BSA...the list goes on and on. 


In closing my comments for this year, | also 
wish to recognize and sincerely thank my 
fellow Board members for their devotion to 
and hard work for our organization. | have 
now been a member of the BSA for 25 
years.

Washington Post staff writer Judith Martin 
served on the architectural committee for a 
school gym.

Anyone who can design a 
mountain like that, | thought, can design my 
old gymnasium any day. But they went too 
far. They slipped in a slide of man stepping 
on the moon and | knew they didn't design 
that moon. | recognized the slide. You can 
buy it at the gift shop at the Air and Space 
Museum. 


"However, the sixth architect was the one 
we picked...He told us about costs and 
flooring and bleacher seating and about 
how it was going to take longer than we had 
thought and might cost more, too, and it 
wasn't going to look like much considering 
our requirements and space. We were 
delighted because we believed every word 
he said."

Jeremiah Eck Architects

Licensing law outdated ? 

Before publishing “Outsourcing, has its time really 
arrived?” in the July/ August issue of the 
ChapterLetter, | asked a principal in a Boston firm 
involved in legislative affairs whether the approach 
outlined in the article falls within the definition ofthe 
architectural registration law prohibition against 
stamping drawings prepared by another architect. 
He informed me thatthe prohibition applies only to 
drawings prepared by an out-of-state architect. 
Based onthis assurance, | wentahead and sentthe 
article. Subsequently, | received several calls prais- 
ing the article. However, Peter Blaisdell AIA, a 
principal at Kendall, Taylor & Co. of Billerica, drew 
my attention to a memo dated February 20, 1993 
issued by Chris Noble, an attorney with Hill & 
Barlow in Boston, detailing the action taken by the 
Massachusetts Board of Registration against an 
architect who had his license suspended for six 
months (the suspension was stayed and he was 
placed on probation for two years) for stamping 
drawings prepared by an out-of-state architect. 
The lawstipulates that drawings and specifications 
“must be prepared by the architect or under his 
personal supervision by his regularly employed 
subordinates.” In this case, the architect had re- 
viewed the drawings and noted revisions on the 
plans to bring them in conformance with the build- 
ing code. 


While the advantages cited in my article have the 
potential for improving the way we practice archi- 
tecture, the fact remains that outsourcing, as de- 
scribed in my article, could be defined as illegal in 
spite of the fact that it is a common practice; 
architecture firms divide work on major projects by 
assigning one firm to execute the design and de- 
sign/development phases while another firm pre- 
pares the construction drawings and stamps them 
after making minor modifications to the drawings 
prepared by the first firm. Similarly, specifications, 
which fall under the same legal constraints, are 
often prepared by firms specializing in spec-writ- 
ing. 


Are these firms breaking the law since one of the 
firms is essentially stamping drawings that were 
not prepared under its supervision? Does this 
practice have a detrimental effect on the final 
product? Certainly not. The opposite is true. These 
firms are pursuing excellence by using the strengths 
and unique talents of each participantto produce a 
superior product in a timely and cost-effective 
manner. Should the law be modified to allow these 
practices to continue? You bet. Should it evolve 
and keep up with the times while safeguarding 
against incompetence and ensuring adherence to 
the code? Absolutely.

She is remem- 
bered amongher students as a rigorous and 
creative teacher who profoundly influenced 
theirlives and careers. MIT's Bill Porter FAIA 
recalled that “through her teaching Rose- 
mary opened a path between the students’ 
own world and the real world of practice... 
She found specialness in the ordinary and 
beauty in the everyday ... She gave that gift 
to her students." Grimshaw received many 
awards for design excellence including a 
Governor's Design Award for the Harvard 
Square Garage designed in association with 
Arrowstreet,Builder's design awards for resi- 
dential projects, and many more; she wasa 
recipient of the BSA’s Chandler Prize, a 
Bolles Foundation Award, anda Bemis Foun- 
dation Award. Grimshaw graduated from 
Emmanuel College and received her M.Arch. 
from MIT and joined the MIT faculty in 1980. 
She served on the Board of Directors of 
Smokey House, a program designed totrain 
impoverished citizens of Vermontin the skills 
of farming and forestry. She was also a 
member of the AIA Committee on Design.
